When it first became evident that 
San Francisco was governed by a 
legislative body fifteen members of 
which were self-confessed felons, the 
question arose as to what means could 
be employed to remove them from or- 
fice and substitute a Board of Super- 
visors composed of men less offensive 
to public decency. 

The charter provides for no such 
emergency. 

The Penal Code provides for the re- 
moval of an official at the time of 
conviction, but not prior thereto. The 
sections bearing upon this are as fol- 
lows: 

PENAL CODE QUOTED. 

“Section 758—An accusation in writ- 
ing against any district, county, town- 
ship or municipal officer for willful 
or corrupt misconduct in office may be 
presented by the grand jury of the 
county for or in which the officer ac- 
cused is elected or appointed. 

“Section 769—Upon a conviction, the 
court must, at such time as it may 
appoint, pronounce judgment that the 
defendant be removed from office; but 
to warrant a removal, the judgment 
must be entered upon the minutes and 
the causes of removal must be assigned 
therein. 

“Section 770—From a judgment of re- 
moval an appeal may be taken to the 
Supreme Court, in the same manner 
as from a judgment in a civil action; 
but until such judgment is reversed, 
the defendant is suspended from his 
0 Pending the appeal the office 
m be filled as in case of a vacancy.” 

REMOVAL IMPOSSIBLE.

CASES CITED IN NEW YORK OF 
INSANE SLAYERS. | 


State Law Will Not Excuse Thaw 
Uniess He le Proved. to Have Been 
Utterly Ignorant of Nature of 
Crime—Jerome GBelieves Taskian 
Case Parallel of Harry Thaw’s. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

NTW YORK, March 21.—The law of 
New York State specifies that the only 
insanity that can excuse a crime is a 
mental derangement which makes the 
person charged with a crime incapa- 
ble of knowing the nature or quality 
of his act when it is committed, and 
incapable of knowing that it is wrong. 

This law, which is founded on an 
old English decision, is far behind the 
time, according to alienists. Many 
a man, they say, has an cverpower- 
ing impulse to commit a crime—an 
impulse which he is unable to conquer 


crime; but if his mental state is such 
that he realizes he is doing wrong, the 
law does not take into account the 
insane impulse which he is unable to 
overcome. 
An example of this was the case of 
Taylor, which was cited by Dist.-Atty. 
Jerome in his argument yesterday. 
Taylor was a paranoiac, and com- 
mitted murder while suffering from 
a delusion. It was admitted that he 
was insane, but the alienists would 
not swear that his insanity was of 
such a character that he did not * 


The Supreme Court also Antes 
t Taylor was, without doubt, in- 
sane, but under the law his insanity 
was not of such a character that it 
excused his act, and he was executed. 

Another case in point is that of Aran 
Taskian, an Armenian, who has just 
been transferred to the Dannemora 
Hospital for the Criminal Insane. 
after ten days in Sing Sing prison, 
where he was sent on conviction of 
murder jn the second degree for killing 
his brother and cutting him to pieces. 

Doctors Carlos MacDonald and Au- 
gustin Flint. both of whom were wit- 
nesses for the prosecution in the Thaw 
case, testified as experts for the pros- 
ecution in the Taskian case. Both 
were convinced that the Armenian 
was insane, but were not able to swear 
that his insanity was such that he was

GOVERNOR SUES HIMSELF. 


Has Attorney-General Bring Action for 
Rent of Executive Mansion. 
Court Says it’s Free.

It is the golden quality of the 
grower’s profits which is 
Most impressive just now. is 
One recalls the misgivings of the 
growers two months and more ago. 
There was much difficulty in getting 
the cars as fast as the orchardists 
wished to have them and there was 
much anxiety at the prospect of a 
large portion of the crop going to 
waste. 
— now with the fat checks coming 
in. The prospect today is that the 
reason will be one of the most pros- 
| perour ever known, if not absolutely 
better than all former ones. : 
The orchardists were somewhat un- 
necestarily alarmed. They made a 
false estimate of the size ot the crop. 
Today revised judg’ient: goes back to 
the earliest estimates of the scason. 
‘The oranges grew to an unusual size. 
They become very highly colored and 
make a great show on the trees. 
Many growers in January thought 
there would be 30,000 carloads, or sev- 


Now the revised estimates indicate a 
drop of several thousand carloads less 
than last year. The prospect ts that 
the crop will all be got to market and 
wili find the market good. The short- 
age of cars has been relieved and or- 
anges are got st about as fast as 
4s advmable. e market has bean 
good all the season so far and has 
become better week by week. This 
week prices have been very strong at 
all eastern points. 

Several. things have tended to 
carry prices higher. Unquestionably 
we are sending East the best crop of 
oranges ever produced in Oalifornia. 
Rains have been abundant without 
being excessive. There has been 
enough cold to develop the high color 
fof the fruit and bring the flavor to 
perfection, but there has been no 
frozen fruit at all. The sizes have 
been larger than usual. but that has 
resulted in there being no small stuff 
composed almost entirely of peel to 
put on the market. The failure to 
supply cars as fast as called for has 
tended to prevent the shipping of an 
inferior fruit, and to prevent glutting 
the market at any time at any point. 
So the market has been steadily good 
and good everywhere. 

Shipments just now are about 1500 
cars below the record of last season 
and it looks as if the season might 
tall that much below last when the 
end is reached. There are still six 
weeks to get the cron of navels to 
market. Shipments to date for the sea- 
son, nearly 10,000 cars, represen | fully 
two-thirds of the crop of navels, per- 
haps. It there are 5000 cars left and 
forty days to ship them, 125 cars a 
dey will clean the crop up by May 1. 
On Tuesday, shipments ran to 243 
ears, and the average shipments are 
100 to 150 cars a day.

Rains have been abundant without 
being excessive. There has been 
enowgh cold to develop the high color 


perfection, but there has been no 
frozen fruit at all. The sizes have 
been. larger than usual, but that has 


composed almost entirely of peel to 
put on the market. The failure to 
supply cars as fast as called for has 
tended to prevent the shipping of an 
inferior fruit, and to event glutting 
the market at any time at any point. 
So the market has been steadily good 
and good everywhere. 
Shipments just now are about 1500 
cars below the record of last season 
and it looks as if the season might 
tall that much below last when the 
end is reached. There are still six 
weeks to get the cron of navels to 
market. Shipmenis to date for the sea- 
son, nearly 10,000 cars, represent fully 
two-thirds of the crop of navéls, per- 
haps. If there are 5000 cars left and 
forty days to ship them, 125 cars a 
dey will clean the crop up by May 1. 
On Tuesday, shipments ran to 243 
cars, and the average shipments are 
100 to 150 cars a day. If estimates as 
to the size of the crop should have to 
be revised again and the crop AH na- 
velg tern out to be several cars more 
than given here, the market would ab- 
sotb tnem all in good shape.

ONDS DEFEATED 
IN LONG BEACH. 


SUES BOTH LOST. 


—— — 
Former Project is Opposed by a 
Vote of About Two to One and the 
Other Receives a Majority Support 
but Net the Required Two-thirds, 
Natural Gas Struck.

YONG BEACH, March 21. Two 
school-bond propositions, aggregating 
$300,000, were defeated in an election 
held for the Long Beach school dis- 
trict today. 

One of the proposed: issues was of 
high-school bonds to the amount of 
$200,000. This project received 331 votes 
in favor, and there were 660 against it. 

The other proposition was to issue 
$100,000 worth of grammar-schoo!l 
bonds. This received a majority vote 
of 510 for to 434 against, but, lacking 
thé required two-thirds, was defeated. 

The defeat of the projected issues is 
attributed chiefly to the fact that the 

te were active, while those 
favored the bonds did little more 
3 to vote for them. Another item 
which told heaytly for their defeat was 
the fact that many regarded the 
amounts called for as too high. It is 
believed that had smaller issues been 
called for, the bonds would have been 
authorized by the electors voting on.
